Midnight  services  at  the  Lutheran  Church  and  the  Cathedral 
were  attended  by  all  the  girls  who  did  not  go  homo  for  Christmas, 
All  girls  were  tal:cn  by  bus  Easter  Sunday  to  attend  services,  of 
their  choice,  at  the  Lutheran,  Methodist,  Baptist,  Assembly  of  God 
Churches  and  the  Cathedral, 

A  Bible  Club  conducted  by  Louie  Kramp,  Area  Director 
for  the  Youth  for  Christ  Movement  is  held  alternately  on  VJednesday 
evenings  twice  a  month  at  the  Cottages.    VJhen  the  director  and 
pianist  como  early,  they  have  dinner  with  the  girls.    They  arc  fine 
yoTing  people  and  have  brought  splendid  talent  V7ith  them,  which 
impresses  the  girls  very  favorably. 

Reverend  Rolf  Norman  meets  with  a  grorp  of  Lutheran  girls 
after  school  each  Wednesday.    Ihey  discuss  their  problems  with  him. 

At  present,  since  Father  Ocom  left  wo  have  not  had  a 
Catholic  Chaplain  to  help  the  Catholic  girls  keep  in  touch  with  their 
religious  faith.    However,  they  were  token  to  Good  Friday  services. 
We  keep  in  touch  with  Father  Dolaney  who  tells  us  of  any  duties 
they  should  obey  in  carrying  out  their  religous  activities.

Ti-70  new  roofs  completed  during  winter  and  spring.    ??10,0C0  had 
been  apt^ropriatcd  for  the  replacement  of  roofs  on  the  Gym  and  the  Main 
Building  (Stewart  Hall),    With  the  pcnnission  of  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
we  were  able  to  pay  for  the  following  in  addition  to  the  two  roofs: 

Three  sets  of  cement  steps  at  Canady  Holl 
Repairs  on  cem.ent  walk  between  Canady  and  Main  B\iilding.  ^ 
Additional  room  on  Pump  House  to  House  Airxillary  pump  which 
we  installed  in  case  the  electricity  might  be  cut  off  when  a 
fire  occured. 

Plaster  patching  in  Canady  Hall  and  Main  Building  (School 
rooms), 

Wc  1-ckod  just  ^;.2:00  of  having  enough  out  of  the  5^10,000  to  pay 
for  all  of  these  items.    Wc  thanlc  the  Exrjnincrs  for  granting 
us  the  privilege  of  using  this  money  for  those  repairs. 

The  Holly  Furniture  Comi^ony  has  boon  most  generous  in  giving  us 
splendid  bargains  in  used  furniture.    For  the  sum  of  C-300.00  we  have  re- 
furnished otar  two  cottage  living  rooms  with  couches,  chairs  and  lamps, 
malting  very  attractive  living  quarters  for  the  girls.    They  arc  v.;ry 
proud  of  their  cottages  and  take  groat  pride  in  keeping  them  looking 
attractive.    Development  of  appreciation  for  fine  things  is  a  part  of 
our  rehabilitation  program.    In  order  to  appreciate  a  higher  standard 
of  living,  they  must  have "surroundings  that  reflect  the  finer  things 
of  life. 


BUSBIESS  OliTICE 


All  of  the  work  in  the  office  is  up  to  date  as  of  March  1  of  this  year 
and  our  books  have  been  avditod  thru  DccGmbcr  by  Mr.  Cacciotti, 

Our  yearly  orders  for  1952  were  in  and  paid  for  in  December  and  Jan- 
uary. The  roqvisitions  for  the  yearly  orders  for  1953  are  in  up  to  date. 
Our  funds  arc  ruxining  low  oiid  wg  arc  conserving  on  every  corner  so  we  may 
finish  this,  the  lest  quarter  of  the  year,  in  the  black. 

Because  of  a  dispute  over  the  placing  of  a  fence  on  the  north  side  of 
the  property  we  found  it  necessary  to  have  an  abstract  made  at  a  cost  of 
"200.00"  by  the  Helena  Title  and  Abstract  Co".    This  abstract  Title  will  be 
available  at  ar^r  time  in  the  office  at  the  school. 

FABM 


The  garden  -olot  which  has  been  used  for  a  number  of  years  finally 
gave  out  as  far  as  soil  wasconccrned  and  quack  grass  gradually  took  over. 

Otir  local  agriculttire  extension  a^cnt  advised  us  to  plow  it  up  and 
plant  alfalfa  \d.th  a  nurse  drop  of  oats  and  yellow  swcot  clover.    This  was 
done  and  wc  han.'-estcd  som.c  good  feed  for  our  two  old  horses  thru  the  winter. 

Twice  a  year  v;o  buy  feeder  pigs,  grow  them  out  to  about  280-300  pounds. 
Tlio  Montojia  Meat  process  them  for  us  and  wc  have  ham,  bacon,  fresh  loins, 
lard  cjid  sausage. 

V.Q  lease  out  approximately  3S0  acres  of  pasture  and  hay  land  in  two 
leases  and  trio  r)roduce  in  return.    One  lease  supplies  beef  over  a  period 
of  5  months.    On  the  other  lease  wc  obtained  our  winter  supply  of  potatoes 
and  will  have  enough  to  run  until  the  new  crop  comes  in. 

The  old  gardinor  is  busy  cleaning  up  the  groun-^.s  and  will  plcjit  annual 
flower  seeds  to  bcai^tiiy  the  grounds.    I'c  also  have  hot  beds  going  in  the 
green  house. 

WISHFUL  THINKING: 


Wc  need  new  equipment  in  our  Laundry,     (second  hand  years  ago) 

Vie  need  new  beds  for  our  girls  and  matrons,     (this  is  important) 

We  need  playgroiind  equipment,     (place  to  worl-  off  surplus  energy) 

We  need  garages  to  care  for  the  state  and  staff  ceirs.  (now) 

We  need  a  swimming  pool.    Our  girls  are  good  swimmers.    Wc  have  to 
take  them  to  the  Y.M.C.A,    This  is  one  of  cfur  many  transportation 
problems. 

We  need  a  complete  paint  job  in  cottages,  especially  where  plaster 
was  patched.     It  has  been  four  years  since  any  interior  painting 
was  done.

Twenty-One  Probation  Officers  and  TiJenty-lhree  Judges  Visit  School 


The  Executive  Boai'd  of  the  Vocational  School  for  Girls  sponsored  a 
meeting  of  probation  officers  and  deputy  probation  officers  at  the  School 
on  November  18,  1952.    This  group  v;as  fortunate  in  secrring  the  services 
of  John  Schapps,  IJestern  Director  of  the  National  Probation  and  Parole 
Association.    Di^ring  the  business  meeting  plans  for  a  permanent  organization 
of  this  group  vrere  discussed.    The  girls  of  the  Hom.e  Economics  departraent 
prepared  and  served  lunch,  the  girls  in  the  cottages  entertained  the  group 
for  dinner. 


When  the  District  Judges  met  in  Helena,  the  program  included  lunch  at 
the  Vocational  School.    Our  girls  wecome  such  opportunites  to  entertain. 
A   visit  to  the  school  is  vrorth  much  more  than  any  report  and  we  are  glad  to 
have  interested  persons  inspect  our  program  first  hajid. 


The  Sunshine  Home  Demonstration  Club  met  at  the  school  in  March, 
Mrs.  Sias  served  a  very  lovely  dessert.    The  ladies  conducted  their  meeting 
in  the  Assembly,  som.e  of  them  had  never  seen  the  School  before.  Miss 
Miller  spoke  to  them  about  the  aims  and  objectives  of  the  program. 


In  cooperation  with  the  State  Welfare  Department  we  entertained  Mrs, 
Naguib  Hamid  an  exchange  student  from  Egypt  for  two  weeks  and  provided  her 
an  opportunity  to  know  our  program  and  live  as  a  member  of  oujt  group.

RECREATION 


We  have  been  handicapped  this  year  by  the  lack  of  both  music  and  physical 
education  teachers. 

Twice  a  week  we  take  groups  to  the  Helena  Y.M.C.A.  for  swimminp.  This 
is  a  very  important  part  of  our  program  and  wc  often  v;ish  for  our  own  swim- 
ming pool  so  that  wo  could  more  easily  and  effectively  use  this  recreation 
resource.    During  the  summer  months  we  make  trips  to  Lske  Hauser  for  outdoor 
swimming. 

Twice  a  month  we  have  a  special  instructor  for  square  dancing.  Wo 
have  a  large  gymnasium  and  during  the  last  year  purchased  a  record  player 
that  we  use  for  the  dsjice  music.    Our  group  has  been  enthusiastic  and  will 
go  to  the  Fort  Harrison's  Veterans  Hospital  for  a  square  donee  oxhibitlon 
this  month. 

One  of  the  first  signs  of  spring  in  the  valley  was  the  beginning  of 
Softball  practice.    Our  group  has  belonged  to  the  Helena  Women's  League  for 
some  years  and  we  always  start  each  spring  with  hopes  for  a  bigger  and  better 
Softball  team. 

In  our  gym,  the  girls  play  volleyball,  basketball,  ping  pong,  badminton 
and  rollerskate.    These  activities  are  spasmodic  and  casual  in  the  absence 
of  a  regular  instructor  or  director, 

MUSIC 


We  find  some  difficulty  in  using  part  time  instructors  for  parts  of  a 
music  program  that  is  not  integrated  into  the  school  program.    We  have  had 
a  few  students  interested  in  piano  and  some  interested  in  other  instruments. 
At  present  we  have  one  piano  student  who  is  capable  of  concert  work  and  we 
are  providinr;  special  lessons  for  her  with  the  assistance  of  her  parents. 

Camping  in  the  school  prograjn: 

The  love  of  nature  is  latent  in  every  child.    The  value  of  democratic 
group  living  vrhich  we  find  in  the  residence  school  can  be  extended  to  the 
camping  program. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  our  groups  have  used  a  cabin  in  the  old 
mining  town  of  Rimini  for  v;eekend  and  vacation  camping  trips.    This  locat- 
ion offers  mamy  interesting  activities,  exploring  the  ghost  town,  climbing 
mountains,  collecting  rocks,  observing  wild  life  and  practicing  personal  re- 
sponsibility for  group  comfort  and  safety. 

Our  girls  love  the  mo\.mtnins  and  the  trees.    Around  the  campfire  they 
share  the  comxadeship  and  magic  of  outdoor  living.    There  is  strength  and 
peace  in  this  approach  to  pioneer  life. 

In  the  summer  months  we  have  a  tent  in  addition  to  the  cabin.    The  work 
of  camp  is  easily  divided  and  camp  chores  rotated  so  that  each  camper  re- 
ceives a  total  view  of  camp  life. 

This  part  of  our  program  is  important  to  our    girls  and  lives  in 
conversation  ajid  pictures  long  after  our  return  to  the  Helena  Valley, 


We  welcome  ?Jiy  suggestions  from  the  board  at  aiy  time,  for  the 
betterment  of  our  program.
